Tho house 
un-American actlvlUos committee 
after Duggan's death released testi- 
mony by a witness who said ex- 
commtmlst Whlttalcer Chambers had 
linked DuRgan to » prewar red spy 
ring. , Chambers later denied he said 
any such thing. 

It was brought out that Ihc FBI 
had questioned Duggan In New 
York, dark said ho was deviating 
from K rule that ordinarily bara dls- 
dosuro of what tho FBI turns up 
In lis InvestlgaUons. Be said be did 
this to "prevent an Injustice" to 
Aoggan's family. 

T^OIark said la a statement Issued 
by the Juatlco deportment that Dug- 
gan was Interviewed the FBI 
on Dec 10 after hla name had been 
mentioned In a closed lieorlng of tho 
houso commltteD. 

'The FBI Investigation has pro- 
duced no evidence of Mr, Duggan's 
connection with the Communist 
party or with any espionage activ- 
ity." the statement sold. 

"On tho contrary, the evidence 
discloses that Mr. Duggan was a 
loynl employe of tho United States 
government." 

TTic statement pointed out that 
the FBI Interviews many loyal and 
patriotic citizens tn the course of its 
Inqulrlcfl.

Hess, president of the Idoho Public 
Health association, sold the group 
will ask for legislation placing tha 
I^la^n milk Bonltatlm program un- 
der tho state deportment of public 
health. 

She said Uio association will ask 
for such legislation because the 
Idaho Milk Processon association, 
an off U late of the Idaho Datrymens 
association, bos approved a motion 
"to put all milk sanitation under 
tho state department of agriculture." 

Mrs. Hess said her organization 
will sponsor a bill "repealing a sec- 
tion of the state law which now 
gives authority for butter, cheese 
and Ice cream sanitation to the 
slate deportment of agriculture." 

"Although these food products lose 
some of their potcnUol disease- 
carrying properUcs through process- 
ing, members of the association 
believe thot the best public Interest 
will be served when oil food prod- 
ucts are inspected by department 
of public health personnel." 

W. L. Hcndrix. president of the 
Idaho Dahrmens association, said 
tlie milk processors also adapted a 
motion directing the leglslaUve com- 
mittee of the Dalirmens aisoclatlOTi 
to meet "with the deportment of 
p-ibllc health and tho bureau of 
(dairying to work out satisfactory 
methods of Inspecting all milk cod- 
sumed tn Idaho." 

He said "city ordinances and tbo 
various district health units provide 
for proper hispccUon and grading of 
milk In tho larger cities, but In the 
smaller communities there Is no 
compliance because tbo heolth de- 
partment bos no supervision or 
Jurisdiction." 

"We want to bring to thoM towns 
the same sanitation and Inspection 
available to the larger ones," Hen- 
drlx said.

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WHAT'S THE SCORE? 
It aeenu entirely appropriate that the cru- 
cial evidence In the Whlttaker Chambers in- 
vestigation should have been kept In the 
same place that Mother Goose's pumpkln- 
eatlns Peter parked his wife. It wouldn't sur- 
prise us. In ract. to learn that Mr. Chambers 
also had a stable ol white mice ready to be 
hitched to the pumpkin and, by a touch or 
magic, turned Into an eight-cylinder coach 
with Cinderella at the wheel. It's that kind 
of a cose. 

What puzzles us Is not ao much the facts, 
which are bizarre enough, but the mental 
processes ol the principal figures In the case. 

Why did Mr. Chambers conceal the evidence 
so long? True, ho tried to see President 
Roosevelt and finally talked to Adolph Berle. 
then an assistant secretary of state. But ap- 
parently he did not take his mlcrorilm evi- 
dence along with him. Maybe he fears com- 
munist reprisal'. But wouldn't ho have been 
safer under wartimo secrecy and voluntary 
censorship thon he Is now? Wouldn't hla lull 
disclosure have been more Important during 
the war? Has he made a full disclosure even 
now? 

And how about the feud between the Jus- 
tice department and the house un-American 
activities committee? What's behind It? 
Who's covering up what? 

First some justice department members 
said the Hlss-Chambcrs perjury Inquiry 
lacked evidence. On the same day another 
member said the whole thing was "too hot" 
to discuss. The house committee really broke 
the thing open, and then the department 
went to work on It. 

What does the committee think of Mr. 
Chambers, anyway? One member read a 
tribute to him into the record, praising him 
for his cooperation. Shortly afterward Rep. 
Richard Nixon, another member, objected to 
Mr. Chambers' being indicted now because It 
woiild spoil the chance of indicting others 
Implicated, since the star witness would be a 
"convicted perjurer." Mr. Nixon may have 
mlaspoken or he may have been misquoted— 
although various reporters who heard him 
quotea him directly as saying "convicted." 
But the Implication of doubt in Mr. Cham- 
era' veracity remains. 

Why, if It suspects that his testimony Is 
perjured, does the committee want to go 
ahead with its investigation with such speed? 
Why. if they trust Mr. Chambers as much as 
their recorded tribute would Indicate, do 
they fear a perjury Indictment— which isn't a 
conviction. And why did the Justice depart- 
ment try to suspend congress' right of In- 
vestigation if It thought Mr. Chambers was a 
perjurer? 

Also, what's with Alger Hiss, who, we seem 
to recall, was the negative pole In this 
charged-up affair when the sparks first 
started Jumping?

The discovery of. the tecrtt docu- 
ment! and the Indictment of Alger 
Hlu put a dlfterent Hnht on the 
work of the committee. The lactlca 
of the commlttcti aro all that lU 
critlci have said— bumbllns. crude, 
sensational, headline BceUns. ottcii 
working grave Injustice on innocent 
pertumi. 

But the overwhelmlns fact la that 
secret documenU hare been taken 
trom the govenunenfa files and the 
transmittal ot these documenti to a 
forelsn power could have worked |iir«au Chnda 
Bteat harm to this country. If It 
had not been for the peraUtance of tho committeo. 
followed by tho Hlas libel «ull aealnat WhltUker 
Chamber!, tho documenU would not have ccmo to 
llBht. 

This column has made frequent crltlclsmit of tho 
methods ol tho commlltee. Tho method ot tho com- 
mittee has been contrasted with the procedure ot tho 
royal commlsalon In Canada where thorouahly and 
effectively without any publicity whatsoever, a com- 
munUt caplonase rlnn was exposed and tho aullty 
persons punished. 

Rep. nichard Ntxon. Calif., a IKpubllean ond per- 
haps the most conaclcnUous members of the commit- 
tee. Is well aware of this contraal, ns he la also aware 
of the sins of tho house [roup. Dut he polnta out 
that tho method of tho royal conunlsalon was powlble 
only under Canada's wartime csplonnBo net, 

Under tliat net the hearlna could be held In secret. 
Perhaps even more Important, wllnc.w.i could not cn- 
cape icstlfylnii by plcadlns that In ao dolns they 

iRht Incrlmlnattf thenuelvci. 

In recent months a number of wltncsacs beioro 
tho house committee have u.ied this provision of tho 

w lo avoid answcrlns questions. In this way they 
scaped citation for contempt of coiisreaa. the pun- 
ishment which bclell those who merely refused to 
rtipond. 

Nixon believes that Rovemment eirpioyes, or form- 
er Bovcmment employes, should nut bo allowed to 
use this loophole when tho quesUonn nsked directly 
concern their novomment work and status. In other 
■■ords, E«>vernmenl servants would have a speefnl 
rcsponalblllty to respond In connection wltJi their 
work In government. 

Amons the chanees In procedure that Nixon will 
suaseat Is one that would roodlly tho right of witnes- 
ses to escape testimony on the sround of self-incrim- 
ination. Whether that ona can be done under the 
constitutional Ruaranteo Bgnlnat self- Incrimination la 
one thins. Whether enough Democrats would Join 
tho Republican minority lo put It over Is qulto 
another matter. 

On the Democratic side. Bcp..Ohet Bolyflcld. ol.w 
Calif, has drafted a lenstliy amcmlment lo the rule of 
tho house under wiudi the commlltpe now oiieratci 
Many of the provisions ore Intended to correct fta 
grant abuses of procedure. 

Thus majority vole would bo required to compel 
witnesses to testify at a secret hearlns or to produce 
documents. ThLn would end tho absurd and donaer- 
ous business of Individual committee members going 
off on their own Individual seorchlna expeditions, as 
Rep. John McDowell, a lamo duck Republican, now 
U doing In New York, 

Under the amendment proposed by HoUfleld. one 
of the leaders of tho liberal wins of his parity in 
the house, wltneoacs would have the rlpht to reply 
to charaeo made asaltist them and even to submit 
questions to be asked of those who had testified 
against them. All witnesses would "bo advised of 
their constitutional right aaalnst eelf- In criminal Ion." 

This last runa directly counter to Nixon's view. It 
would seem to encournae witnesses to use a consti- 
tutional rlRht lo balk the OTmiMltiee. What all this 
Inevitably suagesta Is that a leaislstlvc body U not 
undor any condition equipped or constituted to ex- 
pose tlie criminal activities of spies and anbotcurs. 

To attempt to do so Is lo pervert tho lealslallve 
process, and Uiat la tnie even when Uic effort hap- 
pens to bo succcislul. Enlorclnii the law, which 
Includes catchlnic spies. Is the function of the exe- 
cuUvo branch of tho govcmmcnL 

AUXjOen. Tom C. Clark hsi said he would recom- 
mend changes In the esplonaae laws, mhlcli arc ob- 
viously lnade<iuate. With better aafeeuarda the de- 
partment ot Justlca can prevent or detect osplonnRc. 
Tho un-American activities committee must tlrst 
ot all seek to restrict lis acllvlty to what conccn)s 
legislation. That should be possible now that the time 
for political headUno huntlns Is almost over. 



THE CHRISTMAS SPIRIT 
"Peace on earth, good will to men?" What 
a laughl We've heard people express them- 
selves to that effect. They may ho the cynlca 
'Who tell you that Chrlstmu Is Just a tre- 
mendous commercialized promotion by 
mannfacturers. wholesalers and retailors to 
snag off the Acntlmentallstjt' dollars. Thoy 
may be the people who, weary of the seem- 
ingly endless grist of depressing headlines 
describing violent words and violent clashes 
between man and man. These people, with, 
perhaps excusable bitterness, will tell you 
that "peace on earth, good will to men," 
never did exist, does not now exist and never 
will exist. 

But they are wrong. And happily, they are 
in the minority. For there truly la a Christ- 
mas spirit. You could olmost feel It during 
the weeks Just before Christmas, when, os 
tho holiday drew closer, people seemed to be 
come nicer. They were more tolerant of each 
other. They didn't push and shove In the 
stores, even though overcrowded olsles put a 
strain on patience. There were understand- 
ing smiles where ordinarily there would be 
frowns of annoyance. 

Yes, there certainly Is a spirit of good will 
abroad. And It affects people of all kinds and 
creeds rather than those to whom Christmas 
has a special religious significance. Today 
you find thousands of people partaking of 
Christmas — the good will part, the making 
other people happy part— who. a few gen^ 
eratlons ago would not have done so. Today, 
In the United States. Christmas Is celebrated 
by the vast majority of us because most of 
us, no matter what our faith, enjoy the feel- 
ing of goodness and Inner peace engendered 
by the season. 

TWe tragedy of it all Is that this "era of 
good feeling" Is so fleeting. After Christmas, 
the gay trees come down, the songs aro stilled. 
We tend to revert to our year-long habits 
of self-centered thinking and forget about 
the other fellow — at whom we smiled so 
warmly during Christmas week. 

Perhaps some day the Christmas spirit will 
lost the year oroimd. That's a large, large 
order to fill and will toko soma doing. But 
we can reflect that, at least In this coun- 
try, there is wider dlffusloh of the Christmas 
aplrlt today than there used to be. Maybe 
It will spread to the rest of the world. It 
certainly would 'make the. world a much 
',i nicer place.

To feel the frost 
underfoot and know that there la both fire and Ice In 
tho earth, even as In the pntteraed otara overhead, Is 
to aenso tho big nisuranccs. 

Man needs to know these thlnss, and they aro bei» 
learned when the silence lies upon the land. No ono 
can shout them. They need to be whispered, that Ihcy 
may reach tho questing souWNiw York Times,

He is sluing on

cal punishment for lose majcste. 

Stripling had refused to obey a 
conlmand lo hop right down to the 
office of Eleanor Roosevelt when 
that sreat and gracious lady waa 
nplnnlng her webs from the White 

The great and gracious lady was 
In some kind of throes over Joe 
Lash, the inveterate professional 
yout^ who had been nailed in the 
communist fronts and had wan sled 
hla way Into the royal palace. 

She waa trying to get him a free 
commission In the navy. In tho 
White House, wo read In the mem- 
olra of Henrietta Nesbllt, the noose- 
velts' housekeeper. Lash alwayi 
ordered steak, cren after raUonJnff 
set In. Henrietta prayed that he 
would order something else. ""' 
he never did." 

■The youth movement served to 
bring him to our attention," Mrs- 
Ncsbltt wrote, "and after this wo had 
him often. In fact for weeks at a 
time. People often wondered bow 
he came to be an honored KuesL" 
Incidentally, he once had Christ- 
mas dinner with Winston Churchill, 
who suffered much tor his countir- 
"The answer to him (Lash) was, 
1 think, Mrs. Roosevelt's belief tn 
freedom of speech. He tried to get a 
commls3^3n ond couldn't and had 
to enlist as a private." ' 

He got a soft touch, though. He 
was first put to the not too onerous 
duty of watching the weather, near 
Washington and not too far from 
those White House steaks. Later he 
In Florida where her majesty 
Just happened by on ojic of her self- 
imposed tours of patrlotlstlcol duty, 
using up plenty of gasoline. 

Later she Just happened along 
where ho Juat happened to be In 
Rhode Island. And. for a final ef- 
frontery, she helped heraclT to a 
great four-cnslne transport, man' 
nrd by a dozen officers and en' 
listed soldiers who were suppoocd to 
bo Ilshtlng a war. and. after mak- 
ing passes and felnls as ler away 
aa New Zealand, aure enough. land- 
ed on an island where Joe Lnsh 
was. 

All this was done at pubU: 
pcnso with scarce and rationed fuel, 
with a pretense, hou-ever, that the 
Rod Cross was to receive a gift of 
money e<]ual lo her earnings from 
her column during her aljsence. But 
tho Red Cross refused to name tho 
amount and tliero Is no reason to 
toko her uncorrolwrated word that 
she gave anything at all. Pat 
Robinson, the war correspondent 
of Internotlonal News on tlic Is- 
land where she rushed up and 
kissed Joe Laah. asked a Ol stand- 
Ins liy. "How would you Uko to bo 
klaaed by the President's wife?" 

The answer was: "I would a 
damned sight rather be kissed by 
my own." 

Eventually, Lady I presided at 
a weddlni ananned between pal 
Joey Laah and an UiunlErant from 
Austria named Oertrudo Pratt, who

Thla aketchea the Intereatlng qual- 
ity of tho friendship between Joe 
Laah and the great and gracious 
lady when Bob Stripling, SL 
Auguattnc. Tex., the bloodiest little 
string town' tn the southwest, ro- 
fuaed to hop through hoopi when 
Malvlna Thompaon, also known as 
Beholder, the secretary to l^dy I, 
called up the office of the old Dies 
committee one day In lOU, 

The Thompson or Beholder per- 
,)n developed plenty of heft her- 
self aa secretary to the first ladj 
of the land. This wasnt peculiar 
when you recall that Eleanor the 
great used to act the part of em- 
press with her chits to tho stato

The entire economy of this area is baaed on the soli. 
Agriculture, the source of a malor part ot our Income, 
comes directly from the soil. Most of our Industrial 
development of recent years haa to do with processing 
of agricultural pipducts or with directly related man- 
ufacturing and distributing activities. As the soil goes, 
BO goes our welfare. 

This fact la now well rccognlrod. especially with re- 
gard to the dangers which we face from wind and 
water erosion. Throush consistent publicity and edu- 
cation, farmers bava come to accept ths principle that 
wo can not allow our topsoll to run off without com* 
Inn fsce to face with Inevllable economic disaster. 

Whst Is not BO well known Is that depletion of soil 
fertility Is a problem nearly as serious and nearly os 
imminent as erosion. The accelerated rate of crop pro- 
duction In tho last seven or elsht years Is beginning to 
show clearly that there Is a limit to the extent to 
which wo con use our soil without reluming to It some 
basic chemical elements necessary to growing plants. 
And with this realliation la coming tho knowledge 
that prcicnt sources of commercial fertiUrer can not 
take core of the Pacific northwest's requirements. 

All of these factors taken together spell a msjor 
problem for this region. 

It is true that soli depletion is not quite as critical 
a problem as soil erosion, since It Is potslble to build 
back fertility over a period of time. Hio length of Umo 
required. howe\'cr. Is a long one. and the expense Is 
very heavy. Wo cannot afford to let our principal 
resource dwindle away through lack of foresight.— 
Walla Walla Dnlon-BuUetln.
